The Ottawa correspondent of the Tor 
onto Mail, who is, as n rule, accurate in 
his information, telegraphed !iis paper as 
follows from the Federal Capital under 
date of the 20th instant ; 

"Chief Postmaster Inspector Uewe mid 
Inspector Fletcher, of British Columbia, 
whe are here just mitt , discussed with l he 
Postmaster General before his departure 
for the cast a proposed arrangement for 
handling as well as distributing the mails 
on the new route between Japan imd 
England. Victoria, it is likely, will bo 
made quite a postal eentre under the im- 
pending postal arrangement, all foreign 
mails coming east and destined for points 
in the United States and Canada being 
distributed from there. The sorting of 
foreign mails in course of transhipment 
will probably be done at Montreal, which 
will be the other pi istal terminus on tlio 
route." 

This will probably set at rest a question 
which eager enthusiasts tit Vancouver 
have wrestled with only to find that their 
labors wore till in vain. Victoria will 'ue 
to the west as a great postal centre as 
Montreal is destined to be to the east and 
the decision is only in keeping with the 
usual wise discretion which distinguishes 
the department. As we have before said, 
the mistake into which our friends across 
the gulf had fallen into was in taking the 
word "Vancouver," which appeared in 
the cablegrams in connection with this 
matter as referring to their town.

Mr. Bobson 
was eminently qualified to 'talk over with 
the Cabinet the Behring's Sea seizures, 
and to "post" the Commissioner on many 
points concerning thai mosl important 
matter to this city and province. No one 
will doubt that he has been of invaluable 
assistance. We upine that the men 
directly interested in the seizures in Vic 
toria will have no quarrel with the I'm 
viucial Secretary because of his champion- 
ship of their cause. Then again, wo were 
told that Mr. Robson had cast in his in 
tluenee on the side uf Disallowance. A 
false interview in an Ottawa paper made 
him say that British Columbians wore 
wiHing to forego railway connection with 
the boundary, even though it would ben 
benefit to them. Mr. Itobson, in a letter 
to the Ottawa Free Prenn denied explicitly 
that he ever said anything of the kind. 
The interview in another column from the 
Toronto Mail places Iiik true views be 
fore the people. The public goiiernlb 
will have little hesitation in judging be 
tween Mr. Elobson and his detractors. 
And lastly, terrible crime in tho eyes of 
the Grit organs, he failed to attend the 
so-called Inter-Provincial Conference. 
When the Provincial Secretary left here 
he was not djputed by tho government to 
attend the Quebec meeting, nor has ho 
been since. Tho wisdom of this course 
will probably be bourne out by the results. 
As Sir John Macdonald wrote in reply to 
an invitation for one of his ministry to 
attend, it is quite improbable the Confer- 
ence will result in any good. There was 
no duty incumbent on the British Colum- 
bia government to sent, a delegate to the 
meeting of tho four Grit premiers in the 
historic city of Quoboc, nor to take part 
in the junketings which tho occasion 
afforded.

The German Societies of Engineers are 
anxious to establish a standard screw 
thread based on the metrical system, and 
have been in communication with Ameri- 
can engineers with regard to the Sellers 
thread in use in the United States.

RUN. JOHN ROBSON 

Discusses British Columbia With an Ottawa 
Correspondent Ills Views Generally- 
The Southern Railway. 

Hon. John Robson has been interview- 
ed at great length by the Ottawa corres- 
pondent of the Toronto Mail. The re- 
port occupies a column and a quarter of 
that journal and is calculated to be a 
splendid advertisement for the province. 
He spoke of the inducements to immi- 
grants, education and roadmaking, the 
growth of the towns, and being asked as 
to manufactures replied as follows: 

"In Victoria there are the large Albion 
Iron Works and several smaller foundries. 
Thero are also wood, leather, boot and 
shoe, brick, clothing, soap, cigar, carriage 
and various other industries which do not 
occur to me just now. New Westminster 
has the advantage of securing the first 
woollen factory, mill it has a very exten- 
sive and complete wood-manufacturing 
establishment (the Royal City Mills), 
which is now shipping extensively to Bos- 
ton, New York, Montreal and other east- 
ern markets t be products of some of our 
peerless woods. At Vancouver manufac- 
turing industries are already beginning to 
take rout. The municipal council have 
offered very liberal bonuses, and the 
establishment of an extensive ironworks

These qualities are possessed by Mr. 
Dunsmuir in an eminent degree, and 
there seems no reason for doubting that 
his enterprise and pluck will meet with 
fitting reward. That the road is begin- 
ning to develop a bra flic, open up and settle 
tho country through which it passes and 
make itself felt for good, is a recognized 
fact. A Government survey for tho pro- 
posed extension of the road to the 
northern end of Vancouver Island is now 
in progress. Booking at it from a pro- 
vincial standpoint, such an extension 
would open up a large area of valuable 
agricultural, mineral and timber land. It 
would also give ready access to the Queen 
Charlotte group of islands and to Canada's 
great 'sen farm,' abounding in valuable 
food and oil fish of various kinds. To the 
Dominion Government it, would mean 
the speedy and extensive development of 
what bids fair to be the greatest fishing 
industry in the world, while it would 
materially tend to people the seaboard 
with a hardy and industrious population, 
and bring an otherwise troublesome 
Indian population more oHeetunlly under 
civilizing influences and control. To tho 
Dominion and Imperial Governments it 
would supply the ready and effective 
moans of defence, againsl hostile invasion 
and render the protection of our precious 
coal stores and cities a comparatively cisy 
matter. These are some of the considera- 
tions which encourage us to expect 
Federal and Imperial aid in carrying out 
a work which the province unaided could 
not undertake." 

THE FISHERIES COMMISSION. 

"Does your province feel interested ill 
tho work of the International Fisheries 
Commission I" 

"Most certainly it does. L'lldor the lust 
treaty British Columbia was, on a mere 
quibble, excluded from the American 
markets, and has suffered very much in 
consequence. To few, if any parts of t he 
Dominion is the question of reciprocity of 
greater importance than to British Co- 
lumbia. Open markets in the United 
States for our coal, lish and lumber, 
would be. an immense advantage to us, I 
am free to admit, however, that 1 am by 
no means as sanguine as some about 
reciprocity being the outcome of the com- 
mission. " 

Mr. Robson was asked if he thought 
the Behring's Sea dispute should come 
within the scope of the commission, but 
he intimated that he would prefer not to 
express an opinion on that point.
